SUBOG  will  consist  of  thirteen  sludinl  nienihers,  with  the  Assistant  Dean  of 
Student  Services  as  a  nonvoting  member.  Ten  of  the  thirleen  student  members 
will  be  elected  in  Ihe  students  government  general  election  on  the  first  week  of 
March,  and  the  other  three  members  will  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the 
student  1-oilv,  with  the  advice  and  consent  nf  the  Student  Senate. 
;        The  mission  of  SUBOG.  according  to  Bill  7576-52,  is  to: 

-Create,  maintain  and  amphly  school  spirit  and  cultural  enrichment  within 
the  IPFW  University  community. 

-Plan  and  coordinate  all  cultural,  entertainment  and  social  activities, 

■-Coordinate  and  plan  activities  in  such  a  manner  as  to  achieve  the  widest 
possible  involvement  of  all  segments  of  the  university  community. 

-Promote  tradilion.il  and  other  social  events. 

-Administer  all  publicity  for  the  SUBOG  and  make  coordinated  efforts  to 
promote  all  other  student  organizations  or  athletic  teams  whenever  possible. 

-To  prepare  a  single  coordinated  budget  tor  presentation  to  the  student  body 
president  which  will  be  presented  to  the  Student  Senate  for  approval. 

The  key  work  in  this  major  re-organi/alion  is  coordination.  While  we  approve 
of  and  applaud  the  efforts  of  Students'  Government  to  attempt  such  a  major 
revision,  The  Communicalor  tempers  its  enthusiasm  for  the  SUBOG  plan. 

The  reorganization  calls  for  ten  elected  members,  who  will  join  sixteen  other 
candidates  on  any  parly  platform  in  the  students'  government  elections.  That 
makes  a  total  of  twenty-six  persons  are  necessary  to  complete  a  ticket  in  the 
elections. 

Our  subdued  enthusiasm  for  the  new  plan  centers  not  on  any  party  finding 
twenty-six  enthusiastic  students  who  are  willing  to  devote  a  year's  hard  work  to 
effective  Students' Govenment.  but  whether  ,my  party  will  find  twenty-six  students 
whoareactualh  wilhnc  to  run.  without  any  commitment  to  work  towards  election.
